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Anti-American Feeling 


At High Tide in Mexico; 
Washington!s Alarmed 


CARRANZA OFFICER 
LED THE RAIDERS 


Col. Villareal Killed While 
Trying to Escape Over the 
Border—He Wore Uniform 
of Carranza Army. 


Laredo, Texas, June 12.—One of the 
three Mexican bandits killed today in 
the chase of outlaws who raided the 
T. A. Coleman ranch, northwest of La- 
redo, last night, wore a Carranza uni- 
form bearing the insignia of a Car- 
ranaz lieutenant colonel, according to 
@ message received here tonight. One 
of the bandits taken prisoner identi- 
fied the body at Webb, Texas, this 
afternoon as Lieutenant Colonel Villa- 
real, of the Carranza army. 

Cenobio Mendez. a Mexican cowboy, 
who was captured by the bandits in| 
the raid on the Coleman ranch and 
escaped when the Mexicans were sur- 
prised attempting to burn a bridge on 
the International and Great Northern 
railroad near Webb, said tonight the 
outlaws talked freely of their purpose 
to burn the bridge and wreck a train, 
after which they intended killing anda 
robbing the passengers. 

Letter Found on Body. 

At Encinal, just east of Laredo, the 
bandits, according to Mendez, permit- 
ted him to write a farewell letter to 
his wife after declaring their inten- 
tion to kill him. The letter was given 
to the man identified as Villareal, who 
promised to deliver it to Mendez’s wife. 
This letter was found on the bandit’s 
body. 

Deputy Sheriff Dolores, 
headed the posse which intercepted 
the bandits at the bridge. The band 
fought desperately and made no at- 
tempt to escape until their leader and 
two others of the outlaws had been 
killed. 

American soldiers are stationed at 
Webb tonight owing to fears the town 
would be attacked by bandits in re- 
venge for the killing of their leader. 

Interest attaches tonight to the 
whereabouts of Captain Ola W. Beli 
and his detachment of the 14th United 
States cavalry pursuing bandits, who,

during the past 48 hours, have made 
several raids in the border section west | 
and northwest of Laredo. 

At least three of the Mexicans were| 
killed today and two captured. Re-' 
ports tonight still were vague, but in- 

» formation received at the army post 
here indicated that the men killed 
were shot to death in a brush with a 
sheriff's posse. The two men captured 
were arrested by a detachment of cav- 
alrymen. No American casualties 
have been reported. 

Japancse With Mexicans. 

The bandits, variously reported to 
‘number from seven to fifteen, includ- 
ing several Japanese, made their first 
raid early Saturday night in the vicin- 
ity of° Palafox, Texas, about fifty 
miles west of Laredo. There they cap- 
tured two American cowboys whe 
later escaped. The second raid occu?- 
red Sunday morning on the T. A. Coie- 
man ranch, forty miles northwest of 
Laredo, where the bandits attempted | 
to drive off eighty horses. Reports: 
last night indicated they failed in, 
their purpose and that the bandits 
themselves succeeded in re-entering | 
Mexico. 

Advices today were to the effect that 
the outlaws had rot crossed to the 
southern side of the Rio Grande, but 
had attempted to burn bridges on the 
International and Great Northern rail- 
way line east of Laredo. The two Mex- 
icans captured were caught almost in 
the act of setting fire to a bridge near 
Webb, Texas, by cavalrymen under 
Captain Wellborn. One of the men 
captured carried a flag on which was 
printed the words “Libertad igulidad 
e independencia”’—Liberty, equality 
and independence. The flag is said to 
have been adopted by Luis de la Rosa, 
alleged leader of the band of outlaws. 
An unconfirmed report today was that 
De La Rosa had been arrested in Mon- 
terey. 

Texas rangers, civilians and cavalry- 
men continued the pursuit tonight. 


COURT LAUDS CITIZENS © 
IN SENTENCING NEGRO 


In imposing the maximum sentence 
prescribed by law upon a yegro cons« 
victed of attempted criminal assault, 
Judge Smith, of DeKalb county, yes- 
terday seconded the solicitor’s com- 
mendation of the father of the young 
girl in resorting to the courts rather 
than to mob violence for the punish- 
ment of the criminal, and he compli- 
mented ‘“‘the spirit shown by the people 
in the circuit generally,” in the manner 
in which the law was permitted to take 
its course. The judge remarked, too, 
that in such cases he meant to see to 
it that the accused man shall in each 
instance be given a speedy trial. 

The negro in question, Monroe Tan- 
ner, according to the evidence adduced 
at his trial, a few night ago gained 
entrance through a window to the 
sleeping room of the beautiful young 
daughter of one of Decatur’s most 
prominent citizens. The girl was sleep- 
ing when the negro grabbed her foot. 
She awoke with a scream, and her 
would-be assailant leaped through the 
window by which he had entered, and 


ed. . 

By the light of the moon the young 
woman was enabled to recognize the 
negro as being Tanner, who had been 
employed by a neighbor. The accused 
man was arrested and Judge Smith ap-’ 
pointed L. B. Norton to defend him. 
After a fair and speedy trial the jury 
found him guilty, and the judge sen- 
tenced him to serve twenty years in 
the penitentiary—the maximum pen- 
alty of the law. 

After the trial the solicitor general 
publicl mmended the father of the 
complaining witness for his ‘‘forebear- 
ance and law-abiding spirit in permit- 
ting the law to take its course instead 
of appealing to mob violence.” This

ATTACK MAY BE PLANNED 
ON PERSHING EXPEDITION 


Army Officials Have Evi- 
dence That Some of Car- 
ranza’s Officers Are En- 
couraging the Anti-Ameri- 
can Agitation and Are Aid- 
ing Bandit Leaders. 


Washington, June 12.—Coincident 
with continuing reports from consuls 
all over northern Mexico, telling of the 
rapid spread of anti-American feeling, 
the war department today ordered 1,500 
additional regular troops to the bor- 
der. Tonight administration officials 
made no attempt to disguise their un- 
easiness and it was officially admitted 
that there is growing alarm over what 
the agitation may produce and the 
possibility of an attack on General Per- 
shing’s expedition. 

No case of attack on the persons of 
American residents in Mexico has been 
reported, although there have been 
one or two attacks on vacant consul- 
ates and other American property. 

Mexican Raids Renewed. 

Part of the increasing apprehension 
here is due to the renewed raids in the 
Laredo region. Several reports deal- 
ing with the situation there have been 
received. Officials declined to reveal 
details, but seemed to believe a serious 
purpose was behind the bandit raid on 
the Coleman ranch. Three raiders were 
killed and three captured, one report 
said, adding that they attempted to 
burn a railroad bridge near Laredo, but 
failed. 

The new force sent to join General 
Funston’s border patrol, Secretary Ba- 
ker said, was to fill in gaps in the 
guard such as that near Laredo. It will 
be composed of ten companies of coast 
artillery and a battalion of engineers. 
The artillerymen will be withdrawn 
from fortifications between Portland, 
and Sandy Hook, and the engi- 
neers go from barracks fn this city. 
The secretary said there was no prés- 
ent intention of calling out additional 
national guard regiments for border 
duty. 


General Mann, commanding at Lare-., 


do, reported today that a patrol of 
three cavalrymen was fired on during 
the night of June 10 near the town of 
Hachita, and Private W. L. Sanders, 
troop K, Twelfth cavalry, slightly 
wounded. Two mounted Mexicans who 
did the firing escaped. 
Unrest in Vera Cruz Region. 

A message from Captain Burrage, 
commanding the battleship Nebraska 
at Vera Cruz, said there was consider- 
able unrest in that region, due ap- 
parently to the currency _ sftuation. 


| There were no evidence of unfriend- 


liness toward Americans, the message 
said. It added that the Carranza gov- 
ernment had been sending troops and 
ammunition inland. Captain Burrage 
did not know the object of these troop 
movemets. 

The state department, through Spe- 
cial Agent Rodgers at Mexico City, 
has called the attention of the de facto 
government tv the anti-American out- 
breaks which for nearly two weeks 
have been spreading steadily. Many 
towns have held mass meetings and 
protested against the continued pres- 
ence of American troops in Mexico. in 
«wo or three instances American prop- 
erty has been attacked, but no threats 
against lives of Americans have peen 
reported. The reports of consuls tell- 
ing of the agitation were turned over 
*o the Carranza officials more as a 
matter of information than as repre- 
sentation. Where his regular troops 
are in control apparently General Car- 
ranza has earnestly tried in most cases 
to prevent the holding of protest 
meetings and in some places contem- 
plated meetings and parades have been 
prevented. There are instances, how- 
ever, where the troops appear to have 
stood idly by while the agitasors 
stirred up antagonism against the 
United States. 

Unable to Determine Inspiration. 

Officials have been unable to de- 
termine the inspiration behind the 
sudden outbreak of anti-American 
feeling or to estimate the ability of 
General Carranza to protect American 
lives and property. They feel that the 
real danger iies in the possible action 
of irregular 
Carranza banner, but whose command- 
ers yield only doubtful allegiance to 
the central government. 

Because of economic conditions in 
Mexico officials feel that the posspfbiii- 
ty of serious trouble is enhanced. The 
currency situation is acute and the 
people are restless and easily stirred 
to outbreaks. Several consular 
agents have frankly declared in their 
reports that any eventuality might be 
expected if the egitation continued to 
spread. 

Secretary Lansing still is at work 
on his reply to the Carranza note de- 
manding withdrawal of American 
forces. He again declined today to dis. 
cuss it if any respect. It is not known 
whether the present disturbed condi- 
tion, which has arisen since the reply 
was started, will affect the tone of the 
document. It is indicated the reply 
ma@y not be sent for a week or ten 
days. 

Troops Ordered to Border. 

The coast artillery ordered to the 
border today includes two companies 
from Portland, Maine, two from Bos- 
ton, two from Narragansett Bay, two 
from Long Island, one from eastern 
New York, one from southern New 
York and one from Sandy Hook. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 men will compose

MOVEMENT IS BEGUN 
0 KEEP MARSHALL 
UFF WILSON TICKET 


Jacob Schiff, New York 
Banker, Sends Telegrams 
Urging That “Stronger 
Man” Than Marshall Be 
Given Second Place. 


MARSHALL TO BE NAMED 
IN SPITE OF OPPOSITION 


Names of Secretary Baker 
and Others Will Be Pre- 
sented, But Leaders Say 
Marshall Will Get Practi- 
cally All the Votes—Con- 
vention Plans Completed. 
It Will Continue 4 Days. 


St. Louis, June 12.—A+move to de- 
feat Vice President Marshall for re- 
nomination in the democratic national 
convention took well-defined form 
here today when Henry Morgenthau, 
who recently gave up his post as am- 
bassador to Turkey to engage in the 
work of re-electing President Wilson, 
announced that a “stronger man” than 
Mr. Marshall should be nominated, 
and brought forward the name of Sec- 
retary of War Newton D. Baker as 
vice presidential candidate. 

News that Mr. Morgenthau was 
booming Secretary Baker created some- 
thing more than mild discussion, for 
it was pointed out that Mr. Morgen- 
thau had been close to the administra- 
tion and that it might indicate that 
the naming of Mr. Baker would not 
be unacceptable. Mr. Morgenthau has- 
tened, however, to make it clear that 
he was urging Mr. Baker’s nomination 
on his own responsibility and initia- 
tive, with the desire of naming the 
strongest possible candidate for the 
office. 

National Chairman McCombs said 
tonight that he had received a tele- 
gram from Jacob Schiff, the New York 
banker, asking that a stronger candi- 
date than Mr, Marshall be named, and 
Mr. Morgenthau also stated that he 
had a letter from Mr. Schiff request- 
ing that another than Mr. Marshall be 
put on the tieket. 

Marshall to Get Place. 

Talk that Secretary Baker’s name 
would. be presented causéd a fish of 
delegates to national committeemen 
to learn if there had been any change 
in the plans to rename Mr. Marshall. 
The information was quickly given 
that “noses had been counted long 
ago” and that while one or two names 
other than Marshall's might be heard 
on the convention floor, the vote for 
him would be virtually unanimous. 

“There will be no hitch in the plan 
to rename the present democratic 
ticket,” said Mr. McCombs _ tonight. 
National Committeeman Norman EE. 
Mack, of New York, also declared that 
the talk of upsetting the plan to re- 
name Mr. Marshall was “silly and ab- 
surd.”’ 

Just before departing from Washing- 
ton for St. Louis, Secretary Baker an- 
nounced he was for Marshall and that 
the mention of his own name was 
merely “friendly enterprise.’ He is 
expected to stop all mention of his 
name when he reaches this city late 
tomorrow. 

Booms for new vice presidential 
candidates still appeared hourly, the 
last one to come to notice tonight be- 
ing one for Judge A. M. Jackson, of 
Winfield, Kan. 

The Nebraskan delegation is instruct- 
ed for Governor Morehead forthe vice 
presidency, but it was reported tonight 
that when Governor Morehead reaches 
St. Louis tomorrow that he will agree 
to renounce his candidacy conditioned 
upon the withdrawal of the candidacy 
of Roger Sullivan, of Illinois. Ags Mr. 
Sullivan has never seriously been a 
candidate for vice president, it appear- 
ed to leaders tonight that an agree- 
ment with Governor Morehead could 
be reached. 

A. Mitchell Palmer, national commit- 
teeman from Pennsylvania, arrived to- 
day with part of the delegates from 
that state and promptly declared that 
the delegation is for Marshall. Palmer 
said he made the announcement to 
help “kill off the little boomlets.” 

No Fight by Bryan. 

William J. Bryan does not expect to 
precipitate any fight on_ the party 
platform. That was the information 
brought here tonight by a close friend 
of the former secretary of state, who 
added that Mr. Bryan might not after 
all go before the resolutions commit- 
tee and that he would not make any 
effort to retain a proxy that would 
seat him on the convention floor. Mr. 
Bryan is expected here late tonight 
or tomorrow when Senator Ollie James, 
President Wilson’s choice for permanent 
chairman; Secretary of War Baker and 
other notable political leaders are due 
to arrive. 

Senator Stone, who is to be the chatr- 
man of the committee on resolutions, 
issued a statement today characteriz- 
ing the nomination of Justice Hughes 
by the republican party as bad and 
vicious. It was a dangerous experi- 
ment, he declared, for a great political 
party, hard pressed, to invade the su- 
preme court and take down from the 
bench one of its justices to make him 
a candidate for a political office to 
meet and serve a party exigency. Sen- 
ator Stone in his. statement said: ms 
am inclined to the opinion that it 
would be wise to so amend the consti- 
tution of the United States as to make 
a justice of the supreme court ineligible 
to any poiitieal office while a member 
of that court, or for a, period of five 
years foliowing Nis retirement there- 
from.” 

Senator Stone's pronouncement was 
generally taken to mean that the dem- 
ocratic party would probably make a 
party issue against Justice Hughes on 
the ground of his nomination to the

Robert Wilson, Arthur Miller and 
James Bell, negro chauffeurs, were 
bound over to the state court Monday 
afternoon on $1,000 bond each by Re- 
corder Johnson, on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder. These three 
negroes are being held in connection 
with the recent attack on HH. C. Lee, of 
East Point. 

According to the testimony which 
was introduced in the case these three 
defendants had entered into a con- 
spiracy to keep white men off Pratt 
street, which runs back of the Grady 
hospital. They had agreed to waylay 
any white that used this street as a 
thoroughfare. 

Two of the negroes, Arthur Miller 
and James Bell, turned state’s witness 
and told of an agreement with Robert 
Wilson, who, they stated, was the 
leader and chief instigator, in which 


a gang of negroes were to patrol Pratt 


street. This gang was to act under 
instructions from Wilson and 
man he disliked.” 
Hold Up'H. C. Lee. 
On Tuesday of last week the gang 
got busy and held up H. C. Lee about 
8 o'clock at night. Lee was stopped 
by the negroes and when he attempted 
to pass was hit with a brick. Miller 
testified that Wilson threw the brick 


rand then hit Lee twice with bricks 


after he fell. Lee was rushed to the 
hospital, where he was treated. 

Miller stated that the members of 
the gang had agreed “to keep their 
mouths closed and to testify that they 
were total strangers if they were ever 
caught by the police.”” He claimed that 
he was brought into the plot against 
his own will and that he did not want 
to follow Wilson. 

Several other negroes that were with 
the gang that assaulted Lee proved 
that they were bystanders and that 
they rushed to his assistance and car- 
ried him to the hospital. 

Mr. Lee was unable to identify any 
of the negroes as the ones that held 
him up, stating that the entire affair 
happened in the dark so quickly that 
he was unable to recognize any of his 
assailants. 

Officers Do Good Work. 

Officers Hollinsworth and Studevant, 
with the assistance of several other 
members of the force, worked the case 
up following the attack on Lee last 
week. Despite the fact that they had 
little to work on they captured their 
men and had evidence sufficient to bind 
them over ready for the judge. 

Wilson, who was leader of the gang, 
according to the testimony of Miller 
and Bell, claims that he can prove an 
alibi. He states that he was driving 
his car and was at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing park at the time of the hold-up.

Reported That the Czar’s 
Forces Have Occupied the 
Capital of the Austrian 
Crownland of Bukowina. 
Austrians Destroyed Stores 
as They Evacuated City. 


GERMANS BEGIN A DRIVE 
TO AID THE AUSTRIANS 
BUT MAKE NO HEADWAY 


|While Holding Germans 


Northwest of the Pripet 
Marshes, Russians Contin- 
ue to Batter the Austrians 
From the Pripet to Ru- 
manian Frontier—Italians 
Also on Offensive Against 
Austrians and Are Gaining. 
No Change on the French 
Front. : 


London, June 12,—Heavy fighting is 
in progress over virtually the entire 
eastern front from the Gulf’of Riga 
to Bukowina, a distance of between 
600 and 700 miles. From Riga to the 
Jasiolda river, northwest of the Pripet 
marsh region, the Germans have taken 
the offensive against the Russians, 
probably in an effort to divert the at- 
tention of the Russians who are in the 
second week of their drive against 
the Austro-Hungarians and Germans 
from the Pripet marshes southward to 
Bukowina. 

On all sectors of the northern line 
the Russians have successfully with- 
stood the German onslaughts and driv- 
en the attacking forces back. They 
have even gained ground against them 
north of the Tirul marsh, southwest of 
Riga, says Petrograd. 

In southwest Russia, in the region 
of Lutsk, fresh advances against the 
Austro-Hungarians are reported by 
the Russian war office, as likewige 
is the case across the border through 
East Galicia. In the southern part of 
this region the Russians are nearing 
Czernowitz, capital of the Austrian 
crownland of BukKowina. 

Although the Austrians at numerous 
points are vigorously counter attack- 
ing, the Russians have given ground 
only near Bodulintze, north of Buc- 
zacz, in Galicia, where the Austrians 
were reinforced by German troops. The 
Russians captured here by the Teu- 
tonic allies exceed 1,300. The num- 
ber of prisoners taken by the Russians 
since their offensive began has grown 
to more than 114,000.

Northeast of Verdun the German 
with heavy effectives have throw, 
successive attacks against the French 
positions north of Thiaumont, but all 
the assaults were repulsed with serious 
losses.

CZERNOWITZ FALLS,

. Petrograd, June 12,—(Via London. )— 
An -wnofficial ‘report is in cirenlation 
here that the Russians have occupied 
Czernowitz, capital of the Austrian 
crown land of Bukowina. The rumor 
has been given color by the capture of 
Dubronovtze, a commanding point ten 
miles to the northeast. The Russian 
line extends to Okna. From both these 
points good roads lead direct to Czerno- 
witz and according to military authori- 
ties they are the only points in this 
direction capable of defense. 

A telegram from Bucharest, Rumania, 
says the Austrian army has evacuated 
Czernowitz and moved to a line four 
miles to the west, 

The Russians’ continued successes 
are the more surprising as the Aus- 
trians, after the first shock appeared 
to have rallied their forces and offered 
extremely stubborn resistance. 

It is not believed here that the Ger- 
mans are sending many troops to aid 
the Austrian It is the opinion of 
observers here that it is not improb- 
able the Germans are more like to 


attempt an offensive on the northern 
section of the Russian front than to 
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risk- weakening their lines by detach- 
ing men to stiffen the Austrian defense. 


114,000 AUSTRIANS 


TAKEN BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 12.—(Via London.)— 
Russian troops yesterday approached 
the outskirts of Czernowitz, the capi- 
tal of Bukowina, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

The statement aiso says that Russian 
troops attacked the bridgehead at Za- 
lescyky. ; 

As the Russian troops drew near 
Czernowitz, the report says, there were 
numerous explosions caused by the Aus- 
trians within the city.: 

Czernowitz, the objective of the Rus- 
sian drive on this part of the front, 
was in possession of the Russians for 
some time early in the war, but they 
were compelled to evacuate the city 
during the progress of the Austro- 
German offensive. 

‘Zalescyky is on the River Dniester, 
thirty miles northwest of Czernowitz. 
It was in this region that some of the 
heaviest fighting of the Russian offen- 
Sive last spring occurred. 

The number of Austrians captured by 
the Russians in the new offensive 
movement has been increased to more 
than 114,000. In many sectors of the 
front, the statement says, the Russians 
are still pursuing defeated Austrians. 
RB. Russian official statement fol- 

ws: 

“Owing to storms in south Russia and 
consequent temporary rupture of tele- 
graphic communication, reports are de- 
layed and news of our armies is re- 
stricted. Nevertheless, it is confirmed 
that General Brussiloff’s offensive con- 
tinued yesterday. In many sectors of 
the front we are still pursuing the de- 
feated enemy and in some places we 
attacked him hotly. He counter attack- 
ed with desperation. 

“The total of our prisoners now 
amounts to 1,700 officers and 113,000 
men.” 

The following details of the fighting 
have been received: 

“In the course of the engagement 
near Rojitche (on the Stry near Lutsk) 
mentioned yesterday, one of Our re- 
cently formed elements captured 18 of- 
ficers and 1,185 German soldiers and 26 
officers and 742 Austrian soldiers as 
compared with the round figure of 
3,000 given yesterday, 

“South of Lutsk, on the Ikwa front, 
the enemy beat a hasty retreat. We 
are pressing closely on his heels. 

“In Galicia, in the region of the vil- 
lages of Gliadki and Verobievka, north 
or Tarnopol, the enemy attacked re- 
peatedly and furiously, but was re- 
pulsed on the morning of the lith. In 
this action our artillery distinguished 
itself by sustained gusts of fire with 
which it met all the enemy's attacks. 

“In the region of Bobulintze, to the 
north of Buczacz, the Austrians, as-

Berlin, June 12.—(Via London.)— 
Russian troops attempted to advance 
northeast of Buczacz, Galicia, and 
were repulsed, the war office an- 
nounced today. More than 1,300 Rus- 
sians were captured. 

The statement follows: 

“Eastern front: German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops ‘belonging to the 
army of General von Bothmer repulsed 
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Russian detachments which were ad- 
vancing northeast of Buczacz on the 
Strypa. More than 1,300 Russians re- 
mained in our hands. Otherwise the 
situation of the German troops is un- 
changed. 

“Western front: In the Champagne 
north of Perthes, German reconnoiter- 
ing detachments penetrated French 
positions, and after a short fight took 
three officers and more than 100 men 
prisoners, captured four machine guns 
and returned to their own trenches in 
accordance with our plans. 

“On both sides of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front) the artillery was very 
active. The situation is unchanged. 

“Balkan front: There is nothing to 
report.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACK. 


Paris, June 12.—German infantry at- 
tacked French positions west of Fort 
Vaux on the Verdun front last night. 
The assault failed entirely, the official 
report of today says. ; 

The Germans continued their heavy 
bombardment in the region north of 
Souville and Tavannes forts. West of 
the Meuse there was a heavy artillery 
action in the vicinity of Chattancourt. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“West of Soissons our artillery has 
destroyed works of the gies 4 and 
brought about an explosion within his 
mines. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
there has been a bombardment in the 
region of Chattancourt. On the right 
bank of the river the artillery fight- 
ing has been very intense in the sec- 
tors north of Souville and Tavannes. 

“Last night an attack upon our 
trenches west of Fort Vaux was com- 
pletely repulsed. There has been no 
happening of importance on the re- 
mainder of the front.” 

Paris, June 12.—Violent German in- 
fantryv assaults, which. continued 
throughout the day against French 
positions north of the Thiaumont for- 
tifications were repulsed with serious 
losses for the attacking forces, accord- 
ing to tonight's French official state- 
ment. The text follows: 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, 
after powerful artillery Frag rately 
the Germans directed all day success- 
sive attacks against our ositions 
north of the Thiaumont fortifications. 
Despite the importance of the effec- 
tives and the violence of the assaults 
our fire everywhere stopped the ene- 
my, whose losses were very serious. 

“The bombardment extended,  be- 
sides, to the whole region west and 
south‘ of Fort Vaux and to our second 
lines in the Souville-Tavannes sector. 

“On the left bank an artillery ac- 
tion occurred in the region north of 
Chattancourt, but no infantry action. 

“The usual cannonading was carried 
out on the rest of the front.” 


ITALIANS GAINING 
AGAINST AUSTRIANS. 


Rome, June 1%.— (Via London.) —A 
continued advance by the Italians in 
the Arsa valley, in the Pasubio sector, 
and along the Posine-Astico line, in 
the southern Tyrol, was announced by 
the war office in tonight's official 
statement, which is as follows: 

“In the Camonica valley and in the 
Giudicaria there have been artillery 
duels and skirmishes between small de- 
tachments. 

“In the Lagarina valley the enemy 
strongly bombarded our positions at 
Coni Zugna. 

“In the Val d’Arsa and Pasubio sec- 
tor and along the Posina-Astico line 
our infantry yesterday continued to 
advance, although hampered oe’ vio- 
lent artillery fire and in the higher 
zone by snow and gales. 

“Two enemy counter attacks in the 
direction of Forni and in the. m- 
piglia zone were repulsed with very 
heavy enemy losses. 

“On the Plateau of Setti-Communi, 
southwest of Asiago, our advance de- 
tachments, having passed the Canaglia 
valley, pressed on toward the south- 
eastern slopes of Monte Cengio and 
toward Monte Marco and Monte Busi- 
bollo, 

‘Later details show a bDrilllant suc- 
cess for our arms in the fighting of 
June 10 on Monte LeMerle. 

“Our valiant Forty-third and Forty- 
fourth Forli infantry bravely sustain- 
ed the assaults of enemy masses which 
succeeded in reaching our positions, 
but were dispersed and pursued at the 
point of the bayonet. 

“In the Sugana valley we advanced 
toward the Maso Torrent, repelling two 
counter attacks near Scurelle. 

“Along ‘the remainder of the front 
there have been artillery duels and 
bombing activity. 

“Enemy airmen dropped bombs on 
the Vicenza military hospital and on 
Thiene, Venice and Mestre, causing lit- 
tle damage.” 


SUCCESS CLAIMED 
FOR THE TURKS. 


Constantinople, June 12.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—In an engagement on the Irak 
front, the fighting area between the 
Caucasian and Mesopotamian fronts, 
the Turks annthilated a cayalry force 
of 1,000 and captured a large amount 
of war material, the war office an- 
nounced today. The statement fol- 
lows: 

‘Trak front: On May 29, Turkish cal- 
endar, we sank two gunboats and three 
large ‘boats loaded with ammunition, 
set fire to four other boats and de- 
ores four large munition depots on 
the banks of the river by artillery fire. 
A camp of the enemy was destroyed. 

“In an encounter with the enemy in 
the region of Schemdinan we annihilat- 
ed a cavalry force numbering 1,000. 
We captured great quantities of cattle, 
telephone and bridge building materi- 
als, rifles and ammunition. 

“Caucasian front: There is no change. 
Several places on the Asia Minor coast 
were bombarded by hostile ships, which 
did no damage.” 


AIRSHIPS SHELL 
EGYPTIAN TOWNS. 


London, June 12.—The following offi- 
cial communication concerning the op- 
erations in Egypt was made public to- 
night: 

“Hostile aeroplanes bombed Kantara 
(30 miles south of Port Said on the 
Suez canal) and with a machine gun 
fired on Romani yesterday. They were 
driven off by British aircraft with a 
few minor casualties at Kantara. No 
one was injured at Romani. 

“There have been’ successful _ skir- 
mishes with patrols on the eastern bor- 
der of the Quatia district.”

The Carranza troops have repulsed 
the new rebel movement in the Te- 
huantepec according to advices. The 
rebels have been driven from the town 
of Tehuantepec, captured last week, 
and no longer are threatening Salina 
Cruz, the Pacific terminal of the rail- 
way. 

State ‘department reports indicate 
that Carranza's control over certain 
state governors is waning. The gov- 
ernors have issued decrees and even 
currency without the authority or ap- 
proval of the central government. 

The currency situation in Vera Cruz, 
mentioned in Captain Burrage’s dis- 
patch, is described as due to the re- 
pudiation of issues of large denomina- 
tion bills put out by Carranza while he 
made his capital there. Conditions in 
Mexico City he reported as discourag- 
ing, both economically and politically. 

While no new appeal to Americans 
to leave Mexico has been made, it is 
known that consuls are using every 
effort to induce them to depart. It is 
estimated that 5,000 Americans still are 
beyond the border; 1,000 in Mexico City, 
2,000 in the Tampico region and the 
others scattered in various places. 


CARRANZA OFFICERS 
SUPPORT BANDITS. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 12.—Army 
officers here are convinced that Luis 
de La Rosa had secured from certain 
officers of Carranza’s army promises 
of support in any border warfare that 
he may begin against Americans. 
Agents of the department of justice 
and the state department have sent 
to Washington and to army headquar- 
ters hgre evidence that is regarded 
by officers here as reliable that de La 
Rosa has been given some assurance 
that he will not be molested by de 
facto government troops and from at 
least one general officer of Carran- 
za’s army the promise of active co- 
operation. 

Not all of Carranza’s officers are 
said to be in the plot and General 
Funston credited General Ricaut with 
all sincerity when he told General 
Mann at Laredo that he would make 
such disposition of his troops along 
the border as to prevent, if possible, 
any raiding by de La Rosa or other 
bandit leaders.

Growing Anti-American Feeling.

and to display their loyalty in the 
event of hostilities between Mexico 
and the United States.

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ROADS AND UNION 
UN VERGE OF BRE 


Brotherhood Agents Reject 
Tentative Compromise Of- 
fer by Railroads--Admitted 
Situation Is Serious. 


New York, June 12.—Representatives 
of the chief railroads of the United 
States and of the unions of railroad 
employees were far from an agreement 
on questions of wages and hours of 
work when an adjournment of their 
conference was taken late today. Upon 
the detailed explanation tomorrow of 
the railroads’ counter or “contingent” 
proposition, it was predicted by A. B. 
Garretson, president of the Order of 
Railroad Conductors, would depend the 
future attitude of the railroad men,. 
even to the point of ordering a strike 
vote among the 350,000 members of the 
unions. 

Mr. zarretson’'s prediction was 
prompted by the fact that during the 
day the conference came suddenly to 
a halt when the _ railroads’ ‘“con- 
tingent” proposition tentatively grant- 
ing the demanded §8-hour day, but re- 
fusing double compensation for dou- 
ble service was rejected. 

Already Rejected, Says Garretson. 

“We have already rejected the rail- 
roads’ proposition, name it what you 
will,” said President Garretson; “we 
are now engaged in getting it read into 
the record in detail. There does not 
seem to be anything else to discuss 
when the railroads finish tomorrow. If 
the railroads do not back down from 
their position that their proposition 
must be based on their ‘yard stick’ 
method, then there is no further neces- 
sity for continuing the conference.” 

Mr. Garretson and the other broth- 
erhood leaders stated that if the con- 
ference breaks up tomorrow they will 
report back to the men and a vote on 
a general strike will be taken. Then 
they will return to the railroads and 
renew their demands. If they are re- 
fused the general strike will be called. 

The conference threatened to come to 
an end today immediately after Elisha 
Lee, chairman of the railroad managers 
and of the conference, read an outline 
of the “contingent” proposition. An 
adjournment was taken until late in 
the day and then it was decided to sus- 
pend final action until the railroads’ 
proposal had been heard in detail. 

Mr. Lee admitted tonight that the 
situation was serious, but was hopeful 
for the establishment of a middle 
ground that would permit the continu- 
ation of the conference. He explained 
that the “contingent” offer was predi- 
cated on the men's demands and grant- 
ing everything but the double compen- 
sation feature. The men claim that the 
exclusion of the double compensation 
clause would materially decrease their 
earning power. 

It was announced at the conclusion 
of the meeting that W. G. Lee, prest- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, will arrive here from Den- 
ver tonight to attend tomerrow’s con- 
ference. 

Not a Final Answer. 

Elisha “Lee, chairman of 
road managers’ committee,

said that

been intended as final answer to ihe 
demands of the men. The employees’ 
representatives then said they were 
willing to let the railroad men explain 
how their proposition would apply.

Timothy Shea, president of the fire- 
men’s organization, asserted that the 
‘“‘vard stick” method, when put in op- 
eration on western roads following the

SHOWN BY HUHES 


G. O. P. Candidate Meets 
Leaders in New York and 
Discusses Plans--Campaign 
to Be Opened at Once. 


New York, June 12.—Charies E. 
Hughes re-entered politics today, ap- 
Parently with abundant zest. He reach- 
ed New York early in the day, estab- 
lished temporary headquarters at an 
uptown hotel and virtually held open 
house until nearly midnight. Scores of 
persons on various missions flocked to 
his rooms, mostly men who had known 
him in the days when he was cam- 
paigning for governor of New York. 
There also were several party leaders 
among his callers. 

Mr. Hughes issued no statement to- 
Gay and expects to issue none until he 
is formally notified of his nomination. 
The subcommittee to confer with him 
as to fixing a date for the ceremony 
probably will wait on him in a few 
days, and until‘ then, it is understood, 
he will allow his telegram to Chairman 
Harding, of the republican national con- 
vention, to stand as his declaration of 
principles. 

Although the nominee’s plans are 
still undetermined as to virtually all 
the details of the campaign, it is like- 
ly that he will remain in New York 
until June 20, when he expects to attend 
a reunion of the class of 81 of Brown 
university at Providence, R. I. He prob- 
ably will remain there for the com- 
mencement exercises the following day. 
By that time it is believed his plans, 
so far as they concern his summer 
residence and the chief details of his 
campaign, will have assumed a more 
settled status. 

Marked Change in Bearing. 

To those who knew the nominee as a 
supreme court justice, there was a 
marked change in his bearing today. 
His air of studious reserve apparently 
left him with the robes of his office. 
His eyes sparkled with enjoyment, he 
had a hearty hand-grasp and a smile 
for every man he met and seemed en- 
thusiastic in his welcome of old friends 
who came to see him. 

They came in crowds. One man, an 
old schoolmate ‘“‘who used to call him 
Charley,’ dropped in after an absence 
of nearly forty years. Another, who 
said he hadn’t seen him for fifteen 
vears, waited an hour in his anteroom 
to remind the nominee of the days 
when he taught a Bible class in the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church here, of 


which the caller was a member, “the 
class,” hé said, “that John D. Rock- 
efeller, Jr.. taught afterward.” A Tex- 
as republican leader, J. E. Lutz, of 
Vernon, trailed him here from Wash- 
ington merely to shake hands and say 
“Texas will be with you.” 

Robert Fuller, who was his secretary 
when he was governor, spent the after- 
noon helping him receive callers, and 
Major Crossit, who was his military 
aide in 1910, established himself at the 
door of the inner office. Through the 
door there marched a steady file of vis- 
itors. Among those who called were 
Henry W. Taft, State Chairman Tan- 
ner, of New York; George W. Wicker- 
sham—who quickly denied a report 
that he had been to Oyster Bay to en- 
list Colonel Roosevelt's aid in the cam- 
paign—Herbert Parsons, national com- 
mitteeman from New York; Samuel 
Koenig, New York republican leader; 
William A. Day, president of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance society, and &. S. 
McClure. 

Campaign Plans Considered. 

Although felicitations were numer- 
ous, there also was serious considera- 
tion of campaign plans. The chief af- 
fairs requiring tne nominee’s immedi- 
ate attention are the selection of a na- 
tional chairman, the opening of head- 
quarters and deciding on a summer 
headquarters for himself. Several par- 
ty leaders submitted suggestions on 
all three subjects, all of which Mr. 
Hughes took under consideration. 

The nominee had nothing to say as 
to whether he had received a commu- 
\nication from Oyster Bay. 

Party leaders seemed to agree that 
the campaign would be started early. 

Mr. Parsons said that in his opinion 
the campaign already was on. 

“It started Saturday,” he said, ‘‘when 
Mr. Hughes gent his telegram to Chair- 
man Harding.” . 

The campaign in New York city is 
i opened this week, Mr. Koenig 
said. 

How the progressives will vote; 
whether Colonel Roosevelt will support 
Mr. Hughes; whether the colonel will 
take the stump for him; to what ex- 
tent failure of the progressives to sup- 
port Hughes would affect the election 
—these and kindred topics were the 
subject of much speculation on the part 
of republican leaders. 

AlthoughtMr. Hughes declined to 
comment on political affairs, he settled 
one question today. Some of his call- 
ers addressed him as “Governor,” some 
as “Mr. Justice Hughes,” some as ‘Mr. 
Hughes,” and one outspoken admirer 
called him ‘Mr. President.” Mr. Hughes 
held up his hand. 

“No,” he said, “I resigned as gov- 
ernor; I am no longer a supreme court 
justice, and—well, just make it plain 
Mr. Hughes.” 

Because of the peeve of political con- 
ferences Mr. Hughes stated late today 
that he would not be able to take part 
in the preparedness parade at Wash- 
ington on Wednesday. He had planned 
to march in the parade. in which Pres- 
ident Wilson will participate.

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STANDARD OIL SCORED 


BY THE INDEPENDENTS 


At Gasoline Hearing—Alleged 
Standard Has Demoral- 
ized Industry. 


‘Washington, June 12.—Independent 
oil jobbers testified today before the 
federal trade commission that the Stand- 
ard Oil company had demoralized the 
oil industry and, through failure of the 
units of the company to compete in 
each other’s fields, had jeopardized the 
existence of independent jobbers and 
refiners. They declared that arbitrarily 
high prices set by the Standard Oil in 
Ohio and eastern states had diverted 
the flow of oil from the independent 
refineries of the middle west until the 
independent jobbers of the west, where 
a lower retail price is set by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, were no 
longer able to buy crude oil at prices 
which would permit them to compete 
with the Standard company. 

The entire first day of the commis- 
sion’s hearings here, which will con- 
clude an exhaustive inquiry into the 
rise in gasoline prices, was taken up 
with the testimony of the independent 
jobbers. When the independents have 
finished Standard Oil representatives 
are expected to give their explanation 
of the increases and to reply to the 
charges of price fixing. 

A table showing large profits made 
by refiners during 1915 compiled from 
findings in the commission’s investiga- 
tion, was submitted to the witnesses, 
but was not made public: It drew 
vigorous objection from the refiners, 
who charged that the commission had 
singled out some of the most conspicu- 
ous successes and had so arranged its 
figures as to make them misleading. 

The gasoline investigation has been 
directed by William J. Harris, of Geor- 
gia, member of the trade commission. 

Independent jobbers from the eleven 
States served by the Standard Oil of 
Indiana were unanimous in the opinion 


that arbitrary prices were fixed by the 


Standard Oil companies. Several of 
them supported a charge by RHR. L. 
Welch, counsel for the Western Oil 
Jobbers’ association, that the Standard 
Oil of Ohio was buying crude oil from 
western refiners at prices that the 
western jobbers, forced to sell at prices 
fixed by the Standard Oil of Indiana, 
could not meet. 

The situation was made possible, the 
witness charged, by refusal of the In- 
diana company to enter the Ohio and 
eastern fields. 

Welch said “the oil producers and 
the public were worse off than before 
the supereme court decree dissolving 
the Standard Oil company.” 

Several. witnesses advocated closer 
federal supervision of a solution to 
the oil situation.

T0-THE CONVENTION 


War Secretary Will Be! the 
Personal Representative 
of the President. 


Washington, June 12.—Secretary Ba- 
ker left for St. Louts tonight as per- 
sonal representative of President Wil- 
son at the democratic convention. * He 
had held frequent conferences at the 
white house and took with him the 
president’s. draft of a_ platform, to- 
gether with other political sugges- 
tions for consideration by the con- 
vention. Several planks were written 
by the president himself, although the 
precise gon py og d of most of the 
platform will be left to the resolu- 
tions committee. 

Secretary Baker will reach St. Louis 
tomorrow night. He will keep in close 
touch with the white house by tele- 
phone and telegraph. 

President Wilson also left tonight 
to deliver an address tomorrow before 
graduates of the Military academy at 
West Point. He is expected to indi- 
cate his attitude on many points of 
the campaign. Secretary Tumulty had 
expected to accompany the president, 
but changed his plans at the last 
minute and will remain in Washington 
and keep in close touch with demo- 
cratic leaders at St. Louis. 

Reports from St. Louis that Secre- 
tary Baker was being considered by 
some delegates for the vice presideéen- 
tial nomination were discounted by ad- 
ministration officials, who have indi- 
cated all along that they expected 
Vice President Marshall to be renom- 
inated. Those in the president’s con- 
fidence said tonight that so far as 
they knew there had been no change 
in the administration's attitude in that 
regard. Secretary Baker, told of the 
report just as he was leaving for St. 


Louis, received it with a smile. 

“That,” he said, “is a bit of friendly 
enterprise on the part of some of my 
friends. I am for Marshall. He is 
the man, and will be named for the 
place. You may quote me as saying 
that the honor of mention is quite 
enough for me.”

resolutions on the death of Thomas J. 
Pence, former secretary of the national 
committee. 

Contributors who gave $5 or more to 
the $100,000 fund that brought the con- 
vention to St. Louis were made happy 
today by the announcement that they 
would get tickets to at least one of the 
sessions. The association which raised 
the fund has 2,300 tickets, and there 
will be parcelled out in proportion to 
the amounts subscribed. Heretofore 
tickets have been given only to con- 
tributors of $50 or more. 

Reasons for Four-Day Session. 

The convention managers are hear- 
ing from delegates on every hand sug- 
gestions that a four-day session is too 
long for a convention which knows in 
advance what it proposes to do. With 
the presidential nomination entirely 
settled and only scattering considera- 
tion of other names than Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall’s for second place, some 
of the delegates cannot understand 
why nominatinons cannot be reached 
before Friday night. They are being 
told by the leaders that aside from 
the fact that President Wilson him- 
self chose Friday night for his nomi- 
nation, the convention has more pur- 
poses than nominations and adoption 
ofa platform.

NOMINATION OF HUGHES |SUFFRAGISTS PUSHING | 
~ DESCRIBED AS MENACE DEMANDS ON DEMOCRATS 


Senator Stone Sees Danger in 
Going to Supreme Court 
for Candidate. 


St. Louis, June 12.—Senator William 
J. Stone, who is to be chairman of thé 
resolutions committee of the demo- 
cratic convention, issued a statement 
today calling the republican platform 
drafted in Chicago a “remarkable ful- 
mination” with one-half the legislation 
it demanded already enacted and the 
other half now being worked out by 
the democratic party. 

Senator Stone said that he consid- 
ered Mr. Hughes a man of ability and 
character but looked upon his nomina- 
tion while he was on the bench as full 
of menace and danger. 

“My objection to the nomination of 
Mr. Hughes,” said the senator's state- 
ment, “lies in the fact that I regard it 
as bad in every way, even vicious, for 
& great political party, hard pressed 
and on its uppers, to invade the su- 
preme court of the United States and 
take down from that bench one of its 
justices to make him a party candidate 
for a political office to meet and serve 
& party exigency. The experiment is 
full of menace and danger. Hereafter 
it is more than probable that men ap- 
pointed to the supreme court will be- 
gin to regard it not as the honorable 
and final goal of their ambition, but 
as a stepping stone to what they will, 
as Mr. Hughes does, regard as a polit- 
ical advancement beyond the judicial 
position they hold. 

“In that view of things it will fol- 
low that the decisions of judges of 
that great tribunal will become more 
or less the subject of suspicion. Peo- 
ple will begin to surmise whether de- 
cisions on questions of wide or general 
interest have behind them some sinis- 
ter political design. The tendency will 
be to undermine public confidence in 
that great court—a thing that would 
be full of evil consequences if not dis- 
astrous. Some state constitutions, I 
am told, contain provisions which 
make the judges of their supreme 
courts ineligible to a political office 
during the term for which they are 
elected or appointed. I am inclined 
to the opinion that it would be wise so 
to amend the constitution of the 
Untied States as to make a justice of 
the supreme court ineligible to any 
political office while a member of that 
court or for a period of five years fol- 
lowing his retirement or seperation 
therefrom.”’ 

The senator criticised the progres- 
sive platform and called attention to 
the fact that it contains a declaration 
that the issue was “one of men” by 
which, he said, he progressives meant 
Roosevelt. Now, he said, Roosevelt 
sulks in his tent at Oyster Bay while 
his loyal following waits uncertain and 
dispirited.” 

“Will he respond and lead them, 
singing ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers? ”’ 
concluded the senator’s statement, “or 
will he shrink before the uplifted 
swords of the old guard and thus leave 
his ready and stalwart adherents, vic- 
tims of one of the most pitiful and 
tragic betrayals ever recorded in 
American history?”

“The convention arrangements are 
all perfected and the contests before 
the committee should be speedily set- 
tled,” said Chairman McCombs. “We 
have made a change in our conven- 
tion program. The first session will be 
held Wednesday when the temporary 
chairman will make the keynote speech 
and the committees will be appointed. 
The next day the convention will hear 
the speech of the permanent chairman 
and addresses of prominent democrats. 

“On Friday there will be a morning 
session when the platform will be read 
and adopted, and on Friday night, we 
will name the ticket.” 

National Chairman McCombs held a 
conference with Senator William J. 
Stone, who will be the chairman of the 
resolutions committee. Senator Stone 
brought with him from Washington 
certain drafts of more important planks 
‘that have been sketched in some detail 
by President Wilson and his advisers 
,in congress and in the cabinet. 


The Platform Planks. 


The principal planks that await pre- 
sentation to the platform committee are 
‘foreign relations, the Mexican _ situa- 
‘tion, preparedness and tariff. The for- 
eign relations plank will set forth the 
‘unprecedented conditions that have 
| arisen as a result of the war and it 
'will be pointed out that while Presi- 
'dent Wilson has kept us from strife 
he has also maintained a neutrality 
both “strict and honest.” 

The plank on the Mexican situation 
will develop that this question has 
been approached with the idea of keep- 
ing peace, not only with the Mexican 
irepublic, but to maintain peace within 
her own borders. 

On the question of preparedness the 
| platform will assert that the party has 
met the demands of the world-wide 
' situation by an advanced stage of pre- 
paredness of the navy and the enlarge- 
, ment of the army and the reorganiza- 
tion of the national guard. 

| The tariff plank will point out that 
ithe reduction of tariff duties so that 
ithe income from that source in normal 
| times would meet the needs of the gov- 
/ernment is an achievement of the demo- 
icratic party. 

The national committeemen are 
‘awaiting an intimation from President 
Wilson as to whom he would prefer as 
ithe chairman of the committee to suc- 
‘ceed Mr. McCombs, who has announced 
‘his retirement. It is learned that word 
has been sent to President Wilson, ask- 
ing him to suggest the name of a chair- 
man who would be agreeable to him, 
that the new committee may act upon 
the suggestion immediately after the 
final session of the convention. Com- 
mitteemen here say that if President 
Wilson’s choice lies within the com- 
mittee membership it probably will be 
Vice Chairman Homer Cummings, of 
Cunnecticut. Mr. Cummings said that 
he was not a candidate for the office, 
but if called upon would serve. 


Large Crowds to Attend. 


Early trains brought scores of dele- 
gates and visitors to St. Louis today 
and National Chairman McCombs said 
there was every indication that large 
crowds would attend the convention. 
“This is a remarkable tribute to Presi- 
dent Wilson and the party,” said Mr. 
McCombs, “when one considers’ that 
the convention lacks the alluring feat- 
ure of an exciting contest over the 
head of the ticket.’ 

Mrs. Florence UpDegraff, the suffrag- 
ist leader of New York, believes that 
the “golden lane” in which several 
thousand women dressed in white with 
yellow sashes and carrying yellow 
parasols will stand in silence on both 
sides of the main street through which 
the delegates will pass on their way 
to the convention is going to be an ef- 
fective arugument for suffrage. This 
silent plea of the “golden lane,’ Mrs. 
UpDegraff says, is to be in direct con- 
trast with the woman’s campaign at 
other conventions where oratory 
relied ypon to make their points,

Women Regard the Attitude 
of Many of the Leaders 
as Friendly.

St. Louis, June 12.—Hope was high} 
in suffrage circles tonight that the 
democratic national convention will in- 
corporate an equal rights plank of 
some form in its platform. : 

No official declaration of the con- 
vention’s intention was forthcoming, 
but suffragists regard the attitude of 
many democratic leaders as friendly. 
They were busy today working among 
the more widely known democrats, and 
tonight with tentative arrangements 
made for a hearing by the resolutions 
committee, probably Wednesday, they 
were optimistic. The women noted 
with interest the attention democrats 
have paid to the republican platform 
declarations on suffrage, and declared 
that the democratic party no longer 
can afford to ignore the issue. 

Mrs. Arthur Dodge, of New York, 
leader of anti-suffrage forces, is here 
to oppose favorable mention of equal 
rights in the Platform. National 
Chairman McCombs Said tonight she 
would probably be given as much time 
as the suffragettes, The National 
American Wlhman Suffrage association 
and the Congressional] union and its 
auxiliary, the woman's party, wil! 41- 
vide the time equally for the plank. 

The National association advocates 
only aw favorable declaration for suf- 
frage, while the union and the woman’s 
party desire immediate congressional 
action on the Anthony amendment. 


The G. 0. P. Sufgfrage Plank. 


National association membe 
elated tonight by a lileawamn | a 
Senator Borah, who assisted in draft- 
ing the republican platform, declaring 
that document was intended to indorse 
equal suffrage unqualifiedly. The tel- 
egram, addressed to Mrs. Carrie. Chaip- 
man Catt, reads: ; 

“Suffrage plank of the republican 
platform is an unqualified indorsement 
of woman suffrage. It unmistakably 
favors the extension of suffrage to 
women, and favors it as a matter of 
Justice. This is not subject to possibile 
ambiguity. The only question left 
open is that of the method of securing 
it. The plank recognizes the right of 
each state to settle the question itself. 
but it does not declare against the 
taking away of that right. ' 

“It was my view at the time of the 
adoption of the amendment in the com- 
mittee and is still my view, that upon 
the question of the federal amend- 
ment the plank Was silent and neither 
rejected it nor indorsed it.” 

The plank the National association 
will ask the democrats to insert ‘in 
their platform reads: 

“Believing that governments derive 
their vast power from the consent of 
the governed, we acknowledge the 
right of women to participate in v- 
ernment and favor their enfranchise- 
ment.” 

Sara Bard Field, of Oregon, a leader 
of the woman’s party, today telegraph- 
ed President Wilson for aid in getting 
the Anthony amendment through con- 
gress, and Pagan =: the support of her- 
self and five other speakers in the 
coming campaign if it is given. A 
communication soon will be addressed 
to Charles E. Hughes, requesting him 
to go on record on the suffrage issue 
in his speech of acceptance in a more 
definite manner than his party plat- 
form commits him. 


Women to Give Warning. 


When the woman’s party represen- 
tatives, Mrs. Field, Miss Ann Martin, 
of Nevada; Mrs. Ida Finney Macrille, 
of Montana, and Miss Maude Younger, 
of, California, appear before the com- 
mittee they will not touch on the right 
of woman to vote, but will lay stress 
on their ability to cut a big figure in 
pep results of twelve voting states this 
all. 

After advising President Wilson that 
she was not influenced by republicans 
and as a democrat had campaigned in 
his behalf, Mrs. Field declared that 
the five women orators she offered 
him had “influence and power enough 
to win suffrage in their own states.” 


“If I had so great a reason as the /| 


accomplishment of woman’s political 


freedom by the democratic party to 
lay before voting women when asking 
support of you,” she added, “it would 
be an easy matter for me and many 
other women to give gladly our time 
and our influence telling women up

“DEATH BY ALCOHOLISM.” 


H. J. Freman Mixes Jamaica

Garner explained that when he 
undertook -to protect Freeman’s head 
from, the beating rain, he discovered 
he was lifeless, and ordered the driver 
to proceed to headquarters. 

Freeman is survived by a wife and 
three children. His wife, a pale, tear- 
ful little woman of forty, was a spec- 
tator at the inquest. 

It was testified by members of the 
party that Freeman had been drinking 
Jamaica ginger heavily, and that the 
tour into the country near Norcross 
was made to secure a half-gallon of 
‘“hlockade” liquor, which the quintet 
consumed.

DRUGGISTS ORDERED 
TO MAKE INVENTORY 
OF NARCOTIC DRUGS 


A. O. Blalock, 


federal collector of 
internal revenue, will today send out 
letters calling upon every druggist, 
physician, dentist and veterinarian in 
Georgia to file in the collectors of- 
fice not later than June 30,the end of 
the fiscal year, his registration as a 
qualified dispenser of narcotic drugs 
under the Harrison law. In the state 
are 5,500 person and firms, according 
to present registration, coming under 
the provisions of the act. 

The Harrison anti-narcotic drugs act 
became effective March 1, 1915. For 
each registration there is a fee of $1. 
The only change in the form of regis- 
tration this year over the old form is 
that, as the letter reads, “this vear you 
will be required to attach to your ap- 
oe for ey a duplicate sworn 
nventory of all narcotic drugs in your 
ossession on the date of application 
or registry.” 


Houston and Macon Co.

Oglethorpe, Ga., June 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A mass meeting of the oiti- 
zens of Macon and Houston counties 


was held in Oglethorpe today. A large 
delegation from both counties were 
present, and strong resolutions were 
passed against the formation of the 
new county to be known as Peach 
county.

D. A. R. CHAPTER HOUSE 
DEDICATION PROGRAM 


Varner-McIntosh Memorial to 
Be Dedicated at Indian 
Springs Wednesday. 


Jackson, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
The Varner-McIntosh memorial at In- 
dian Springs, which will be dedicated 
Wednesday, is one of the most interest- 
ing and historical spots in the state. 
The Varner house, as it has long been 
known, was built by William Mclin- 
tosh, the Creek chieftain, in 1823. The 
property until recently was owned by 
the Misses Amanda and Joe Varner, 
and upon the death of Miss Amanda 
Varner the house and one acre of land 
was deeded to the Williams McIntosh 
chapter, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, by Miss Joe Varner, as a 
memorial to her sister. The property 
will be used by the D. A. R. as a chap- 
ter house. 

It was at the Varner house where 
the celebrated treaty was signed with 
the Creek Indians February 12, 1825. 
William McIntosh, a _  Scotch-Indian, 
representing the Indians, deeded to the 
government all the land between the 
Ocmulgee river and Chattahoochee riv- 
er for $5,000 and certain territorial 
concessions in the west. This treaty 
was not popular with the Indians and 
McIntosh was later assassinated at his 
home in Carroll county. 

The Varner house has been preserved 
intact for nearly a century. The par- 
lor where the treatv was signed is just 
as it was in 1825. Many rare and val- 
uable relics are in the house. To mark 
the spot where the treaty was signed, 
the Piedmont Continental chapter, D. 
A. R., of Atlanta, on July 1, 1911, un- 
veiled a tablet, with appropriate exer- 
cises. Judge Joseph Henry Lumpkin 
was the orator of the occasion and 
addresses were made by Hon. Ogden 
Persons, of Forsyth; Mrs. John M. Gra- 
ham and Mrs. W. H. Yandle.

His last word has not yet been 
uttered; when it is, it will be worthy 
of the American patriot who for years 
has held the idolatrous devotion of 
more than five million progressives. 
The progressive party is not crushed. 
The progressive party represents the 
highest hope of a purer and greater 
democracy on this’ continent. The 
principles for which it stands will nev- 
er die, because they are right and 
right is eternal.”

SANITARIUM DEATH RATE. 

Notwithstanding the fact that diseases 
ordinarily included under the term “insan- 
ity,” do not tend to shorten life, it is shown 
in the annual report of the trustees of the 
state sanitarium at Milledgeville, just made 
to the governor, that the death rate in the 
negro department is 20 per cent of all cases 
under treatment, while in the white depart- 
ment, where conditions are somewhat bet- 
ter, it is 7 per cent. 

This death rate among the patients of 
the hospital for the insane is nothing short 
of alarming. It is due unquestionably to 
the outrageously overcrowded conditions 
existing in that institution. The report of 
the trustees shows that in many instances 
the patients at this institution are herded 
together like cattle in a freight car, as many 
as four often being compelled to sleep in 
an apartment intended for only one. 

It is, of course, to be presumed that the 
death rate in an institution of this sort 
would naturally be greater than that among

the general population; but when it is con- | 


sidered that the ordinary death rate is, in 
well regulated communities, considerably 
less than 2 per cent, that shown by the 
state sanitarium records is a matter for 
the immediate and serious consideration of 
the legislature. ee 

Unquestionably this extraordinary death 
rate is due in large measure to the crowding 
of thousands of patients into buildings and 
their 
proper accommodation. The responsibility 
for a condition such as this must rest upon 
the state itself. Georgia has presumed, and 
by its action, agreed, to take care of and 
maintain these “wards of the state.” When 
it does this and then fails to provide them 
with healthful and comfortable conditions 
and surroundings, it fails to carry out the 
contract made with the people to this end. 

Among the 4,100 patients now at the 
state sanitarium, probably every county in 
Georgia is represented. Some one or more 
families in each of them have relatives in 
this institution. Aside from the matter of 
general state policy, therefore, every Geor- 
gia county is directly interested, not only 
in the proper conduct of the sanitarium, but 
in its efficiency and the facilities which it 
provides for the care and maintenance of 
those who are necessarily detained there. 

Some indication of the extraordinarily 
crowded condition of the sanitarium may be 
had from the fact that since January 1, 1904, 
12,901 cases have been received there, which 
is nearly 50 per cent of the total number-of 
patients admitted since it was established 
seventy-two years ago. And yet, within 
those twelve years not one new building 
has been added and not one modern facility 
has been provided for taking care of the 
rapidly increasing population. In a single 
year,’ as the trustees’ report shows, 491 
white women were admitted to the institu- 
tion when not a single vacancy existed in 
that department, while the negro depart- 
ment has been for several years crowded to 
double its actual capacity. 

A new building for white women and one 
for the negroes are an imperative necessity, 
if the sanitarium is to continue to perform 
the functions expected of it. 

Unless the legislature makes early pro- 
vision for these essential improvements, the 
counties of Georgia may as well prepare to 
take care of their insane at home.

These concerts from 1 to 1:30 p. m. will 
come just at an hour when the greatest 
number will have opportunity to attend 
them. Business men, women who are down- 
town shopping, clerks in the stores who are 
out for their noon hour, and many others 
will find pleasant relief and entertainment 
in the thirty minutes of attractive music 
which Organist Sheldon will render from 
day to day. 

The midday free concert is by no means 
an innovation. It has been tried out with 
splendid success in other cities of the 
United States, which have similar oppor- 
tunity for it. The result has been crowds 
of people waiting for the opening of the 
doors, and an attendance more than gratify- 
ing. 

The purpose is in these midday concerts 
to give the people what they want. Partic- 
ular pieces of music will be played upon 
request and the popular will alternate with 
the well-known classic in the programs as 
they are arranged from day to day. 

_ The action of the Music Festival asso- 
ciation in providing these midday free con- 
certs is a distinctly forward step, and there 
is no question but that hundreds of Atlan- 
tans will evince their heartfelt appreciation. 


SHOULD LEARN TO SWIM. 


There is nothing more to be said upon 
the value of the ability of a man or boy to 
swim. All that has been said years ago and 
repeated several thousand times @ince. It 
is taken for granted, therefore, that every- 
body, without exception, admits that all men 
should know how to take care of themselves 
in the water. 

But there are a great many who never 
acquire a knowledge of the art of swimming 
because of a lack of opportunity. The Con- 
stitution proposes, so far as Atlantans are 
concerned, to supply that opoprtunity, and 
the man here who doesn’t know how to 
swim will make a mistake if he fails to take 
advantage of it. 

There has already been given ,in the 
news columns of The Constitution an ac- 
count of the arrangements made with the 
Young Men’s Christian association, whereby 
any man in Atlanta who does not know how 
to swim may receive efficient instruction 
in the art absolutely free of cost. Further 
information regarding the plan will be pub- 
lished from day to day, and the only ex- 
pense to which the man unable to swim will 
be put in acquiring this knowledge will be 
the time—a comparatively few minutes for 
a few days—which it is necessary for him 
to give to it. 

The Atlanta man or the Atlanta boy who 
is 12 years old or more, and who has not 
yet learned to swim will no longer have 
excuse for his ignorance. By a very simple 
process of clipping three coupons from cer- 
tain issues of The Constitution and secur- 
ing in exchange for them a ticket entitling 
him to free swimming lessons in the im- 
mense pool in the Young Men’s Christian 
association building, and thereafter giving 
to it the brief time requirec, any man in 
Atlanta who thinks that swimming is some- 
things he ought to know about will be given 
free of charge all the instruction that is 
necessary to put him on the side of safety, 
should he ever require it through accident 
or otherwise. 

There is never a summer that. passes in 
Atlanta but somebody is drowned either be- 
cause he cannot swim, or because those who 
might have saved them knew nothing of the 
art. There is not a day but that the news- 
papers carry one or more reports of acci- 
éental drownings for similar reasons. Every 
time a man who cannot swim reads one of 
these accounts he wishes he knew how. 
Here is the opportunity. 

The Young Men’s Christian association 
is prepared to give this instruction to more 
than 2,000 Atlanta men and boys. It is to 
be hoped the full number will realize the 
value of the opportunity and take advantage 
of it.

| Mulholland’s System 
Very Costly to Water 


Department, Says Report 


“Information has just been given me,” 
said Mayor Woodward yesterday during the 
course of the session of the council investi- 
gating committee on the conduct of the city 
Sarage and the management by J. J. Mul- 
holland, “that I feel should be placed be- 
fore this committee. I have been informed 


‘that Mulholland before his connection with 


the city, was employed by the Atlanta Wool- 
en Mills and that while in their employ he 
offered to cut down the expenses of the 
plant. The method he used, so I am in- 
formed, was to cut off the water supply 
before it reached the meter, so that it would 
not register. 

“In this way several hundred dollars was 
saved for the company. This information 
was given me by Councilman Carl Dolvin a 
few minutes ago and I felt the committee 
should hear of it at once. If true, the com- 
mittee can take action as they see fit and 
if untrue, then it is due Mulholland that he 
be proven blameless.” 

Mulholland rose in his place and repliéd: 
“I wish to thank the mayor for bringing the 
matter to the attention of the committee.” 

He offered no explamation of the allega- 


_tion during the course of the meeting,~but 


satd afterwards: “It !s absolutely false. I did 
Save the company a considerable amount on 
their water bills, but it was through a sys- 
tem of condensation which enabled them to 
use the water several times. I will explain 
the matter in detail at the next meeting, 
when I expect to have a number of witnesses 
to testify to my ability as manager of the 
garage and to my former actions before my 
connection with the city.” 
Will Meet Again Thursday. 

The meeting adjourned after being in 
session for the greater part of the afternoon 
to meet again Thursday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. Councilman Woodall, chairman of 
the committee, has announced his intention 
of holding the committee in session Thurs- 
day until the decision is reached if it takes 
until midnight. He also states that he will 
thoroughly investigate all allegations against 
Mulholland and bring into the hearing evy- 
erything that may have a bearing on the 
matter. 

He is planning to have Mulholland ques- 
tioned about the trips he has made during 
the last several months on business which 
he says is connected with the city. Coun- 
cilman Woodall says he wants to know just 
exactly what this business is and in what 
way it affects the government. 

The case of the city was closed Monday 
with the calling of all witnesses against 
Mulholland. 

Motorcycle Officers Long and Arnold, 
with others of the motorcycle squad and 
members of the call officers’ squad, told 
the committee of the number of times they 
had been forced to carry their machines to 
the garage for repairs after they had ap- 
parently been worked on and fixed. 

Officer Long said that his “motorcycle 
saddle had been taken from his machine 
during one of its visits to the garage and 
his machine stripped of its running parts, 
forcing him to wait for several days for its 
return.” He told of delays in getting his 
machine back after he had sent it to be 
repaired and of the “feeling that Mulholland 
seemed to have against the police depart- 
ment.” 

It was shown later in the testimony of 
Motorcycle Officer Bullard that the saddle 
in question had been placed on his machine. 
He admitted that he had been told by Mul- 
holland that by doing this the department 
was only out the use of one machine while, 
if the saddle had been left on Long's ma- 
chine, there would have been two out of 
commission. He also told of delays in mak- 
ing repairs, and stated that he did not “‘be- 
lieve the men at the garage knew anything 
about motorcycles. Since Mulholland came 
out of the hospital the work on the machines 
had been very slow, but while he was in 
the hospital, after he had been hurt in the 
automobile accident, 
their machines much quicker,” he said. 

Explanation by Mulholland. 

Mulholland made no attempt to explain 
to the committee at the time of the testi- 
mony, but said later: “I had to do that be- 
cause during the time the agency for that 
partcular machine had ibeen closed and I 
was not able to purchase parts for repair. 
It made the switching of parts from one 
machine to the other necessary if the police 
department was to enjoy the use of as many 
machines as I was able to keep going.” 

Dr. W. B. Summerall, superintendent of 
Grady hospital, was called to the stand and 
asked about the repair of the ambulances 
used by the hospital. 

“I have little objection to make of the 
way in which the garage kept up these 
machines. They were always attended to 
with promptness and dispatch. Perhaps not 
as quickly at times as | would have desired, 
but probably as quickly as the men at the 
garage were able to do the work. I asked 
Mr. Mulholland to give these machines first 
attention when they came in, for they are 
needed for emergency calls. He took my 
request as I made it and always gave very 
satisfactory results. The ambulances prob- 
ably have the hardest and most continuous 
service of any cars owned by the city.” 

Driver Trammell, who has charge of one 
of the cars, gave the same general testimony 
in answer to the questions about the upkeega 
of the machines. 

Water Inspector Martin, employed by the 
city in the water department, told the com- 
mittee that his motorcycle had been to the 
garage several times, and that as a general 
thing it was repaired quickly and gave him 
little trouble. He said the front forks had 
broken twice and been repaired. During 
this time the work was not as fast as he 
thought it should be, he stated. 

Dr. J. G. Hall, city physician, was called 
to the stand. He told of having his car in 
the garage several times, and said the servy- 
ice was not what he would have desired. 

“One time I could not wait for the ear 
to be repaired by the garage. They took 
so long 1 bought the parts that were needed 
and took it to another place to be iixad,.” 

W. W. McLaughlin, brother of J. A. 
Laughlin was called before the committee. 
He said he knew of trips made by Muihol- 
land to Newnan, Carrollton and other piaces, 
and that once or twice he had gone alung. 

“IT went to Rome with him once. The 
trip was not on business for the city, but 
was just @ joy ride.” 

“Did Mulholland buy gasoline in 
and pay for it himself?’ he was asked. 

“Yes,” was the reply; “but I don't 
how much.” 

“Did he 
to Rome?” 

“Tl don't know, but I think he did.” 

Nym Hurt, chief of construction, was 
asked to tell the committee about the up- 
keep of the cars in his department. He said 
that about the only objection he had was on 
the constant necessity for repairing the 
touring car he used. He stated that there 
are several trucks in his department aid 
four other passenger cars, and all of them 
gave good service. 

“The machine I use was bought by thecity 
in 1914. It gets rather constant tse and 
seems to be faulty in some way, for it is 
continually breaking.” : 

Believes Car Is Faulty. 

Mulholland said after the meeting that 
the car in question must be faulty for it was 
always in the shop. He stated that the parts 
had to be ordered from the factory and that 
accounted for the delay in repairs. 

Lewis Chandler, a young boy about 17, 
who was formerly employed as a helper in 
the garage and who was discharged by Mul- 
holland following his absence with one of 
the city investigators on a Saturday after- 
noon without asking for leave, was called 
before the committee to tell what he knew 
of the trips made by Mulholland out of the

State’s Institutions [| nadequate 
Or Insanity Is on the Increase 


Is insanity on the increase or are state 

institutions for the insane failing to keep 
pace with the growing population? 
This is an interesting and serious ques- 
tion which arises out of present conditions 
at Georgia’s Sanitarium for the Insane at 
Milledgeville. Phe steady increase in the 
population of this and of similar institutions 
in other states, and repeated appeals to leg- 
islatures to provide room for those demand- 
ing admission, seems to justify the popular 
belief that insanity is increasing at an alarm- 
ing rate. Whether true or not, the fact re- 
mains that almost all hospitals for insane 
persons are over-crowded. : 

Many of the diseases included under the 
term “insanity” are incurable, though  pos- 
sessing no tendency to shorten life, while all 
of them require a more or less extended pe- 
riod of treatment. It is also true that the 
number of those who recover and those who 
die rarely, if ever, equal the number received; 
therefore, there is a constant growth of pop- 
ulation which requires additional accommo- 
dations to meet the demand. 

Death Rate High. 

It is a sad fact that this alarming in- 
crease goes on at the Georgia State Sanitari- 
um, notwithstanding the fact that the death 
rate is an extraordinarily large one, due to 
the over-crowded conditions. In the negro 
department where the over-crowding is great- 
est, the death rate is 20 per cent of all 
cases under treatment; while in that for 
whites, where somewhat better conditions 
are obtained, it is only slightly above 7 per 
cent. When it is recalled that a death rate 
of 2 per cent in the general population, con- 
sidering children and all others, is a very 
large one, it will be seen how serious are 
conditions at the state sanitarium. 

With the exception of several cottages 
for tubercular patients, no new buildings 
have been erected for the insane of Georgia 
since 19Q3, nearly 14 years ago; and there 
now exists imperative demand for additional 
buildings which must be speedily met if the 
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new cases which are occurring every day are 
to be received. 

In the 72 years since the sanitarium was 
established, 28,653 patients have been admit- 
ted to it, while 12,901 have been received 
Since January 1, 1904. Almost 50 per cent 
of the total admissions for the 72 years have 
been within the last 12 years, during which 
time absolutely no added provision has 
been made for patients. The number now in 
the institution is more than 4,100. 

No Room, Yet 491 Admitted. 

At the beginning of 1915 there was not 
& single vacancy in the department for white 
females, yet 491 white women were admitted. 
during that year. In the white male de- 
partment some of the dormitory wards in- 
tended for 80 patients now accommodate 125. 
The negro department, with a capacity for 
560 patients, contained at that time 976, while 
during the vear 614 were received, a number 
greater than the estimated capacity of the 
whole department. In a single one of tne 
wards for negroes in which 50 patients are 
supposed to sleep, there are crowded 150. 
Beds or cots occupy the halls and the large 
rooms in which patients sit during the day, 
and every available space is used for sleep- 
ing quarters at night. Many rooms intended 
for a single person are sometimes occupied 
by two, three and four. 

Conditions such as these mean actual in- 
jury to the “wards of the state,” both physi- 
cal and mental. That is why the death rate 
at the institution has reached such extraor- 
dinary and alarming proportions. Even 
though the work should be begun immediate- 
ly to supply the needed quarters for these 
patients, it would be many months before 
they could be occupied, and in the meantime 
the crowding continues, and the discomfort 
and injury increases proportionately. 

Certainly, if the state accepts the burden 
of caring for these people, it must be held 
responsible for the injury done them by fail- 
ure to provide for them properly. 


Marked Progress in Development 
Of Georgia's Mineral Resources 


That the development of Georgia’s min- 
eral resources has made very substantial 
progress during the last year was brought 
out at the quarterly meeting of the advisory 
board of the state geological department, 
which was held yesterday morning in the of- 
fices of Dr. W. S. McCallie, state geologist. 

Dr. McCallie declared that the clay and 
Fuller's earth industries of the Dry Branch 
district south of Macon, and the barytes min- 
ing in Bartow county, are exceptionally pros- 
perous. There is also a great deal of inter- 
est in the development of feldspar deposits 
in north Georgia, where much prospecting 
has been done recently. 

Dr. McCallie, in speaking of the work 
done by the department during the quarter, 
Says, In part: 

“My time during the quarter has been 
taken up in general routine office work, in 
‘preparing and getting through press Mr. 
Brantley’s report on the limestone and marls 
of south Georgia, and in two short field trips 
—one to the clay-mining aistrict near Macon 
and the other to the baseten mining dis- 
trict in Bartow county in the vielalty of 
Cartersville. 

“Mr. Brantley’s report is now in hand by 
the printer, who advises me that it will 
be ready for delivery to this office in about 
ten days. Owing to the many calls for this 
report, [ am confident it will supply an ur- 
gent need for information concerning agri- 
cultural limestone in south Georgia. 


Plants Increasing Output. 


“The clay and Fuller’s earth industries 
of the Dry Branch district I found to be quite 
active. The plants are not only increasing 
their output, but at the game time are im- 
proving their plants by the addition of new 
machinery, both for the economic handling 
of the overburden and for the refining of 
the clays. Owing to the difficulty of import- 
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ing foreign clays the Georgia clays are now 
having a more extended use, not only in the 
paper industry, but also in the pottery in- 
dustry. It is to be hoped that before the 
European war is over our clays will become 
so well established that they will be able 
to hold their own thereafter with foreign 
clays. 

“The baryta industry in the Ceartersville 
district is in an exceedingly flourishing con- 
dition; in fact, practically one-third of the 
baryta produced in the United States last 
year was obtained from this district. There 
are now in that district seven different plants 
engaged in mining baryta and others are be- 
ing constructed. The total output of these 
Plants at present are fully 300 tons per day. 
Georgia last year was the second state in 
the production of baryta, Missouri being first, 
but at the present rate of production Geor- 
gia bids fair to stand first this year. 

“The great activity in the production of 
baryta is accounted for by the increase in 

rice which has practically doubled in the 
ast two years, due to shortage in tmportea 
baryta, which, prior to the European war, 
was obtained largely from Germany. 


Feldspar Prospecting. 


“I would here add a word in regard to the 
feldspar industry. Prospecting for feldspar 
in the state in the last three months nas 
been quite active in White, Rabun and Paul- 
ding counties. A few cars, I am advised, 
running 10 per cent or more potash has al- 
ready been shipped to the spar-grinding plant 
located.in the vicinity of East Point. The 
plant here referred to, having a capacity of 
something like 200 tons daily, will soon be 
completed and ready for turning out the 
ground product.”

lessons. , 

These “particulars,” however, are few; 
the whole affair being most simple. Summed 
up, the proposition is this: 

In the near future, upon a date to be an- 


nounced, The Constitution will publish a 
coupon in each of three different issues. 
Three of these coupons, clipped’‘out and pre- 
sented at the office of the Y. M. C. A. by a 
man or a boy who cannot swim, will entitle 
the applicant to a ticket, which, in turn, 
will entitle him to the course of three les- 
sons in swimming. 

The lessons will be given by the swim- 
ming experts of the Y. M. C. A., and without 
a penny’s cost to the pupil; and these men 
guarantee to be able to teach any novice, in 
three lessons of one hour each, how to float 
and make headway in the water. That 
learned, as every swimmer agrees, the step 
to proficiency is a simple one, and only a 
matter of practice.

Bishop McCoy Preaches the 

Commencement Sermon. 
Baccalaureate Address to 
Be Delivered by Chancel- 
‘lor Candler Wednesday. 


Emory University, Oxford, Ga., June 
12.—-(Special.)—Bishop James H. Mc- 
Coy, of Birmingham, Ala., one of the 
trustees of Emory university, and one 
of the most loved bishops of 
Southern Methodist church, preached a 
great sermon Sunday evening of the 
Emory commencement. Bishop McCoy, 
like James Russell Lowell’s musing or- 
ganist, who let his fingers 
where they list, created a sweet, quiet 
atmosphere into which the entire con- 
gregation was drawn. Seldom has an 
Emory audience teen more deeply 
moved or more profoundly impressed 
by a sermon. 

The trustees of Emory university 
completed their session today. It has 
been an exceedingly harmonious ses- 
sion. 

Aggressive Campaign Planned. 


A committee was appointed to con- 
sider carefully a plan of campaign cov- 
ering all the states east of the Missis- 
sippi river in which are annual con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, with a view to raising 
funds for the erection of the buildings 
of the university and its further en- 
dowment: That committee reported a 
plan today, which was adopted, and it 
will be put in operation speedily. The 
general outline of the plan is to group 
certain states and assign to them spe- 
cial objects for which they are reé- 
quested to become responsible. Georgia 
and Florida are united in a campaign 
for general funds, these states having 
been the original owners of Emory 
college, out of which has grown Em- 
ory university. 

The states of Tennessee and Ken-

the administration of this fund. The 
states of South Carolina and North 
Carolina are united for the securing of 
funds for the teachers’ college to be 
named in honor of the late President 
James H. Carlyle, of Wofford college, 
the “James H. Carlyle Teachers’ col- 
lege.” The state of Virginia is asked 
to raise at leas@ $50,000 to erect a hall 
to ‘be called, in“"memory of the distin- 
guished Dr. James A. Duncan, who ren- 
dered such conspicuous service espe- 
cially to Randolph-Macon college, 
“Duncan hall.” It is proposed that in 
this hall the schools of philosophy and 
languages shall be conducted. The 
states. of Maryland and West Virginia 
are asked to raise $25,000 to endow the 
library of the school of theology, which 
fs to be called, in honor of Bishop 
Wilson, the “Alpheus W. Wilson libra- 
ry.”

Lessened Hog Squealing 
Boosts All Provisions—Fa- 
vorable Crop Reports Pull- 
ed Down Grain Values. 


Chicago, June 13.—Assertions that 
the Kansas and Nebraska yield for 
1916 would be much nearer equal to 
the 1915 total than had been generally 
expected did a good deal today to 
cause a decline in the wheat market 
here. As a result, the close, although 
unsettled, was 1% to 1% net lower, 
with July at $1.03 and September at 
$1.04%. Corn lost &%@%c to %c; oats 
finished We off to a shade advance, 
and provisions at a rise of 27 to 78c. 

Estimates made by a leading author- 
ity today put the Kansas wheat crop 
at 105,000,000 bushels, as against 106,- 
000,000 last year. Nebraska was fig- 
ured at 60,000,000 bushels, a decrease 
of 6,600,000 bushels. These estimates, 
which were accompanied by reports 
that the crop had shown wonderfu! im- 
provement in Nebraska and the south- 
west during the last two weeks, led 
quickly to the lowest prices of the day. 
Not all of the decline was due to the 
bearish crop estimates. Right from 
the start prices had a downward 
swing, influenced by easier cables, fa- 
vorable weather and the slowness of 
shipping demand. Besides, the United 
States visible supply statement for the 
week was a disappointment for tne 
bulls. 

Profit-taking by shorts. brought 
about something of a recovery in the 
wheat market near the end.

Report 


Proves Atlanta’s Wonderful Growth 


Coming almost like a “voice from 
the tomb,” the chroniclings of the 
doings of another day in the form of 
the report of the Atlanta postmaster 
covering the quarter of April 1 to June 
30, 1868, were resurrected from the 
archives of the postoffice yesterday 
morning by G. W. Skilton, secretary 
to Postmaster Bolling H. Jones. 

Mr. Skilton said he was “just brows- 
ing about” in the basement of the fed- 
eral building, when he happened upon 
the old report—so old that the hand- 
writing upon it in ink is faded and 
dim, and the paper is yellow with age 
inside the folds, and on the outside the 
once white surface is now a muddy 
gray. 

The postmaster at that time, when 
Andrew Johnson, successor to Lincoln, 
was president of the United States in 


“the early stages of the “reconstruction 


era” folowing the civil war, was Thom- 


~as G. Simms, according to the signa- 


ture on the report to the postmaster 
general in Washington. 

Quarterly reports of postmasters in 
those days were required to be sworn 
to in the presence of a notary public; 
and Noah R. Fowler was the notary be- 
fore whom Postmaster Simms made his 
acknowledgement, and whose seal the 
document bears, under date of July 4, 
1868. 


P. M. Salary Tax, $37.50. 


Also—different from custom in our 
day—the postmaster and other ,ostal 
employees were compelled to pay a 
proportionate amount of their salaries 
back to the government in the form of 
an “internal revenue tax.” Postmaster 
Simms’ tax on his salary is set forth on 
the document as $37.50, and that of his 
“office clerks” at $3.75. This fact in- 
dicates that his “clerks” were one per- 
son, and that his salary couldn’t have 
been much. 

Atlanta’s postoffice business in that 


day was different in many respects 
from what it is under Mr. Jones’ man-~- 
agement, which fact is brought out 


clearly by this old gray official docu- 
ment. 

For instance, under Mr. Jones the 
receipts of an average day are more 
than they were during the aga 1 
days covered by the report of his prede- 
cessor, Thomas G. Simms. During the 
uarter, beginning April 1, and ending 
awl 30, 1868, the receipts of the At- 
lanta postoffice were $4,634,40; now 
it is an exceedingly dull day when they 
fall short of that. The average daily 
receipts in the office now are about 
$5,000. 

Gain in Forty-Eight Years. ‘ 

What the receipts will be for the 
corresponding quarter of 1916, ending 
June 30, of course, can only be guesse 
at: but during the. quarter composed 
of April, May and June of 1915, they 
were $331,991.01, as compared with 
$4,634.40 for the same quarter of 1868. 
During the last quarter, ending March 
31, 1916, the receipts were $402,039.61. 

The total ‘No. letters delivered dur- 
ing the last week of the quarter is 
given in Postmaster Simms’ report as 
17,000. Now the office handles an aver- 
age of 100,000 letters ina single day. 

The old report was viewed during 
the day yesterday by practically every 
employee in the postoffice, and regard- 
ed as a great curiosity. While, as an 
official document and a piece of rec- 
ord, the instrument long ago outlived 
its usefulness, and is of no further 
value; but in the light of a relic it 
is, and undoubtedly will be well taken 
care of from now on. Most of such 
old stuff was destroyed years ago, and 
such records, after a certain number 
of years, are not allowed to accu- 
mulate. 

A general clearing out of obsolete 
stuff was made at the time the post- 
office was moved into its present quar- 
ters, as is done anyhow ever 50 often, 
and just by what chance this old re- 

ort has escaped the furnace or the 
unk man during all of these years is 
not known. It was found by Secre- 
tary Skilton stowed away among some 
old, more or less worthless, documents 
in an out-of-the-way pigeonhole. 


JOINT STOCK LAND BANK 
BEING ORGANIZE 


Names of the Organizers Will 
‘ Soon Be Announced, It 
Is Stated. 


It was announced yesterday that, in 
anticipation of the passage of the 
federal farm loan act now in confer- 
ence, the first joint stock land bank 
seeking to operate under this act in 
the south is now being organized. The 
name of this bank isto be “The Pioneer 
Joint Stock Land bank.” It will have 
its headquarters and principal bank 
in Atlanta, with branch banks in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. It was stated 
that the names of the men who have 
organized this bank will be announced 
upon the passage of the act. 

The Pioneer Joint Stock Land bank 
is to have a capital stock and surplus 
of $7,500,000. Its loans are to be made 
to farm owners, in accordance with 
whe federal farm loan act, in the states 
above named. The interest is to be 6 
per cent upon terms of thirty-six years 
or less at the option of the borrower, 
and the money is to be paid back on 
the amortization plan as prescribed by 
the act.

AUSTRIANS WHELMED 
BY RUSSIAN ARTILLERY 


Swift Advance of Czar’s Forces 
Attributed to Fine Work 
of the Guns. 


London, June 12.—Al] the special 
dispaxches from Petrograd remark on 
the fine work of the Russian artillery 
to which the recent swift advance is 
mainly axtributed. They contend that 
the Russian advance proves that the 
German constructed field fortresses of 
steel ard concrete, which were sup- 
| posed to be impregnable, can be taken 
by assault, despite all the latest scien- 
tific devices. The Russian guns and 
mining, says one correspondent, made 
short work of five-fold fortified lines. 

It is reported that in some places 
where the Austrian preparations were 
most elaborate the Russians captured 
twelve lines of entrenchmenss in rapid 
succession, while armored motor cars 
supplemented the cavalry in pursuit 
of the retreating forces. The pursuit 
was facilitated by the excellence of 
the roads which the Austrians had 
constructed for their own transports. 

Northwest of Tarnopol the Rus- 
sians employed gas reservoirs captur- 
ed from the Austrians, “overwhelming 
the enemy with his own poisonous 
fumes.” 

Lutsk was protected by nineteen 
rows of entanglements when the Rus- 
sians received the order to storm the 
place at dawn on Wednesday. The 
issue hung in the balance until noon; 
then a breach was made in the Aus- 
trian position. 

The town of Dubno, says the dis- 
patches, was almost demolished by 
the Russian artillery fire which pre- 
ceded its occ.pation. Before their de- 
parture the Austrians removed all the 
civilians capable of working.
